North, on the Eaſt it has Me#deo, on the Weſt Gedroſie, the Sourh 
is rerminated by the Sea. Iris a Kingdome of as great wealth as ex- 
rent,of as grear fame as wealth, and of as ſundry delights and rariries 
as fame. The Inhabitants of Cambays, are a mixture of Myhomet aps, 
Moores, Perſians, Bdynyans and from Arabia. | 

They are crafty and deceitfull , the Prieſtsare ſingularlyreputed 
of, rhe women proper , bur vailed and obſcure in their beſt aſj 
their faces they colour, their teerh blacke,thinking thar ſhewes moſt 
delight and beaurie, and ro differ from Dogs, whoſe r&cth are white.

His Reuenues (as Merchants ſay) is foure hundred thouſand To- 
miaynes a yeare (a Tomas is three pound fixe ſhillings) his Plare and 
Jewels valned at three hundred thouſand pounds , hehas threchun- 
dred women in his Serag/zo(called here Haram) when he hunts the 
Tyere, Lion, Bores and ſuch like (which, hee does once in foure 
yeares) he ſets ewentie thouſand men to rouze them, and when they 
are together on ſome mountaine, he impales itt with ahkuge toile, of 
Wire, Cords, aud Wood, atoile andburthen for fixe hundred Cx- 
mels, and ſo commands them.

T»rkes.And that other victory ouer them by the ſame Prince at Sax- 
cazZan, neere Cazbeen;wherein for griefe died Oſman the Valiant Baſs 
ſa and aboue three and rwentie thouſand Twrkes , the Perſians recei- 
uing very little lofle, this wasin Az#o 1586, and though he boaſted 
of great matters, ſo ſoone; as hee deſcended into Media, the Perſian 
Prince, hunted him backe againe,nor daring to abide a Combat with 
that happy Mirz. .So that had not Ozmren at his death requeſted his 
good viage and continuance of Authoritie,rhe great T#rke had vtrer- 
ly diſcarded him. Howbeir all Amwraths Raigne hee was never pur

 Cxcald after this; infiruates fo farre with Achwat the Great Tweke, 
Succeſſor to Mehorre?, that robe reuenged vpon the Georgians, hee 
grentd him (power, to torture them, with) an Artny of eighty thou- 
and men, proclayming his cruell entended reuenge vpon them for 
Rebellion, and agreeing with the Perſian.Bur after much labour and 
hopes, when it came to triall, his expectations and brags deceiued 
bim, in that , ſooner then hee expected (forgetting both his former 
miſchances and Zel/ally begs later ouerthrow) the Georgians (with 
whom the Perſians as inacommon cauſe had ioyned rhemſclues) ſer 
ypon him, and wel=nigh routed his whole forces, and two monerhs

of King Tamas, 1537. to Solymanthe Magnificent, fourth Emperour

Hence to Sardehan, ſixreene miles from our laſt Menzeil , nexr 
night ro Whomg ſeuen andrwentie miles , and next to Tewgebawt, a 
Houſe and Garden of the Kings, giuingplace rofew in Pdrthia.The 
houſe is ſmall in compaſſe, not affoording aboue a dozen Chambers, 
but rhe Otnamenr is Gold, enameledand pargered very daintily:the 
Gatden is North from rhe Houſe yer joyning to ir, it has ſix fenerall 
diſcenrs,each parr giuing eighrie paces,& ſeuentie broad, tis watered 
by a cleare rinoler(tho litle)by whoſe vertue it abounds in Damaske 
Roſes and other flowres, plentie of broad ſpreading Chexdr-rrees 
(which is like our Beech) with Pomegranars , Peackin Apricockes, 
Plammes, Apples, Peares, Cheſnurs and Cherries. Ir has Ecchoes, 
narurall Grortoes and Labyrinths, made by art and narure.Ic enioyes 
a Hor-houſe well built and paned with white Marble, and theſe are 
che rarer, becauſe rhey are ſeated and walled about, in a large cuen 
Plaine; rich in nothing bur Salt and Sand. FE 

Hence wee rode to Baw?, (which ſignifies a Garden too) next in 
0bigarmy, both theſe are Houſes belonging tothe King , who rwixt 
Spewhawn and the Caſpian Sea has a Houſe at cuery twelue miles for 
entertainment. 

This nights trauaile was bettered by Cynthis's candor, and behook- 
fall , becauſe wee trauelled through a miſerable inhoſpitable wilde 
Deſert of Sand, ten miles broad; andthe length ten times ſomuch, 
The ſands by the fury of Tempeſts lies in grear drifts ; like moun- 
raines, ſo light and vaſtable, that the high wayesare neuer certaine, 
whereby paſſengers are oft inuolued and ouer-rurned,they and their 
Camels, and ſo periſh imthe mercilefſe ſands; ro preuent which dan= 
ger (as much as can be)the King cauſes cuery three miles a Caſtle ro 
be builded for a ſafegard againſt ftormes,which though ſtrong & ſpa.

That night we rode thirtie miles, moſt of which was ouer a broad 

cauſey built by incredible labour and expence, ouera miſerable De-» 

 ſert , nothing bur Salt (nor-vnlike pure Snow) where note thar the 
whole Wildernefle is ſo deepe and boggie.that Horſe, Camell,or E- 
lephanr, ifthey goe from the Cauſey are plunged and buried in the 
Salt and Bogge, yea, many out of curioſitic and ignorance haue pe- 
. Tiſhtinit. The dangeris added, by reaſon of Theeues who keepe 
the paſſage , no way but backe vpon the ſame Caufey ſhewing way 
for flight or defence, and ſo ſoone as wee had paſt ſecurely the Salt 
Deſarr, we rode ouer, and abour hils ſo high and glomerating , as if 
Olympus had beene cut intd.Dedalian Labyrinthis. 

From 8izcow, we rode next night ouer another falrt and vaſt De= 
farr,the ground of like danger and trouble, in which many thouſands 
© kauealſoperiſhed, and would yet be loſt, had nor the King cauſed a 
like large and deepe grounded Cauſfey be built for their fecuritie, 
this nights tourney was twoand twenty miles. 

Whence next night vnto Gezz a Lodge of the Kings , eighteene 
milesdiſtant from our laft dayes reſt, which moonlight night,we rode 
through the botromes of tranſeted Taxrus, whoſe ſtupendious fore 

head, wets it ſelfe withinthe Airy middle Region. The Jane or paf- 
ſage is fortie yards wide , the hils on either ſide towring as I haue 
ſpoken of, rhe inhabirants ſay that Mortis Haly (their renowned 
Prophet) cut this marualous paſſage wich his ſlycing Semirer, thar 
his people might paſſe more eaſily. 

How falfe ſocuer that be, this is certaine, that twelue yeares 
a very valiant and famous Thiefe, with fine hundred horſe and three 
hundred ſhot, was Lord of this ſtraight, and receiued tribute from 
all paſſengers. 

his aggratcd the Perſian King exceedinglyto be ſo bearded , and 
popes z great reward and honour ro any thar could vanquiſh him. 
was knowne to moſt of them, this Thiefe neuer refuſed the Com- 
bar againit one or twentie : Yet an Armenian Chriſtian of more cou- 
rage then grace affronted him, fought with him a long ſpace, and af- 
ter much adoe flue him. When ſuddenly the Mountainers fell vpon 
him, and ro his ſuccouran ambuſh of Perſians oppoſed them, ouer= 
came and cutthem all in pecces. 
The Armenias returnes to the Court with victory, had his re+ 
ward, and became fo full of vain-glory , and hopes that hee turned 
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Periſcow.

third magnitude, in the tip of the little Beares raile) afſured vs; this 


Ciric is diſtant from Spewhawn three hundred and thirty Ezgtiſh 
miles. 

Hyrcania isnow called Mozewdrer , is limited on the North with 
the Caſpia# Sea, on the South with Mount Taurws, hath Zagathia on 
the Eaſt (which is part of Srythia intra Imanm) and to the Weſt 
Media, or rather ſome part of the leſſer Armenia, vpon whoſe tops 
the Arke reſted. The P—— is full of Woods, amongſt which 
are Oakes, though the people vic them little on rhe Hyrcan Sea. 

Araxis,from the Tawriſian Mountaines, (as Ptolomy writes from 
Sagapene , Colthyas and Seducem:) waters and fattens this peace« 
full Countrey , toperfe& which , ſhee is diuided and ſab-diuided 
ſo oft andinto ſo many ſtreames and Riuolets, that from'an ample 
Riuer, ere ſhe kiſſe the Caſþia#, ſhe loſerh her pride and gives leaue 
ro wade through her deepeſt channell. | = 

The Country of old, and yet abounds with Tygres, according to 
the Poets Songs , Hyrcanaeqnre admorunt vbere Tygres , whoſe like 
companions, are Wolues, Lions, Wild-cats, Bores, and Scorpions;

Tis inhaþired by divers 
Nations, Armeniens , Georgians, Tewes, Perſians, Hircans, Curdies, 
Teurifians and others whereby ſeen ſeuerall Languages are ſpoken 
The place is fruitfull and bleſſed, aſwell in her preſetir proſperi- 
ty as antique greatnefſe,, ſhee was anciently 'cald Nebarce, and fa- 
mouſed for a dreaming Oracle ; long time of divine #fteam among 
chem. In which age ic was the Metropolis of thar Kingdome;to this 
houre teſtified by her ruines abonrt her, howbeit as yer ſheexcels in 
the rarenefle of a Caſtle (ſecond-ro none about her) which beſides 
the well compoſed Architecture, affoording no ſmall pleafure to rhe 
eye, it has fweet Gardens, replear with fragranc flowres and choiſeft 
fruits.

d like another P/xto, through theſe 
Hils and Dales in Taxrws, a Prince though confined ro ſmall limits, 
and forced with great coft and care to maintaine his Royalties a- 


 gainſt the Tortar and Perſien,his great and quarrelſome Neighbours, 


etſuch was his good fortune, his policie, valour and loue ynto his 
fubieds, that though often inuaded and by many Princes,. hee ſtood 


. ſecure, and lined to.ſee the rnine and downfall of many,his late ene 


mies. His only ayme _— to preſerue , what his Predecefſours 
had made him heireto, and that his gray haires might goe in peace 
ro an eternall Dormitory. 

Thus thought Behowen, and added his endeuours to preſerne his 
thoughts. But 4bbos the Perſian and victorious King, whoſe reſolu- 
tions were all for conqueſt, whoſe doings were cuer curbulent, and 
whoſe aſpiring conceits moft wonderfull : In his returne from the 
conqueſt of Mozendram (or Hyrcenia) which he got by perfwaſion 
more then force, and by helpe of his Herians and Owz-beg Tartars, 
reſolues to be no longer bearded by this mountaynous Prince,who: 
from his dwellings couldnor only view farre into either Kingdomes 
Mozendram and Sheirven , bur thereby tooke opportunitic to ran- 
facke his Carrauans, anticipate his progreſſe to the Caſpian Sea, and 
turne thoſe Riuers into other ſources, which ſpringing from the 
Taxrifian Hils, lowed oo the Perſian Territories, and was the 
ſole delight and wealth of all thofe Kingdomes. 

Now though theſe reaſons were conieQurall , in that hee neuer 
knew Prince Bahamas a deceitfull or grating Neighbour, yet 4bbas 
playd the Wolfe, who drinking atthe Fountain-head, quarrels with 
the harmeles Lambe — his flagrant thirſt at the ſtreame 
below. And impatient of longer tryall, conuocatesagreart Army of 
Timarjots and Coozel-baſhaes, oner whom hee appoints Methiral;- 
Chaws and ſome other expert Warriours,to ſee his deſignes ſucceed 
with good hap and victory ouer thoſe defenced Narions. PRE 

This could notbe ſo ſecretly entended, butaged Bahamas heares 
of his aymes and prouiſions, at which omewhar terrified. 
In that his great yeares were more propenſe to caſe then rumulr, 


yetthar his fairhfull people mighr nor in any thing receiue diſcou- 


ragement or cowardize from his cxample,whoſe intereſt and honour. 
was moſt, and moſt engaged : hee prouides as a common father for 
them, and performes cach a&, requiſite in a carefull and experien- 
ced Souldiep. . Th

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Heeplants Garriſons inplaces of defence andſeruice, leanes nas - 
ked and deſtiture of all helpe his Countrey, left the Perſien Armie 
might prey vpon it, and mewes himſelfe, his Wife, rwoſonnes and 
ren thouſand men in this aforenamed Caſtle, ftored with prouiſion 
and vituals, ſufficient for a fiue yeares ſiege the Enemy. 

The Perſian Generall with thirtie thouſand men, haften rowards 
Taurw, where at their firſt aſcent , they were troubled by ſome 
Mounrayners , ſet their purpoſely by King Bahamas , theſe with 
Darts, and rowling ſtones vpon them, for ſome time endamaged 
the Perffon, bur could nor prenentrtheir reſolued paſſages : and after 
ſome ſmall skirmiſhes, encampe themſelues before this Caſtle , ha- 

ing heard by ſome priſoners, that Me/zch Bahamas, the two Princes 
endibece of all the Kingdome was there included. I 

Methiculi-beg,when he had well viewed thisinacceſſible Fortreſſe, 
halfe deſpayred of ſubduing him , for beſides rhe ſtrength of men 
and wals, he ſaw it was impregnable;ſuch was the grear height of the 
Caſtle and the perpendicular aſcent,two mayne defences wherewith 
nature and induſtry hadgracedir. 

Some attempts he vied bur inualidable; toſhoot Darts or Arrowes 
at it,was one with ayming ar the Moone, Some fmal! ſhot they had, 
bur roo weake to penetrate Rockes, and great Ordnance (which 
only was auailable) they had nor, wherewitheitherto affright or 
barter them.

Abbas , who had ſworne to be renenged vpon'them , for offering in 
oldtimes ſome hoſtile affronts varo poore paſſengers, and to pre» 
nent his conuerting the Rivers other wayes then hee enjoyed them,. 
that ſeeing his ſurmiſes were withour true ground or reaſon, hee 
ſaw no obſtacle, that ought to forbid a new league of peace and vni- 
tie, and ro ſtrengrhen his Ambaſſage, thar it might ſhadow truth, and 
beget beliefe the readier, preſents the aged King with Tulipancs, Se« 
miters, Pearles and ſome other inticing Iewels , withall cncreares 
him to come downe and taſte a —_— ſwearing by Mortis Aland 
King Abbas heads, by Paradice and the eight Orbes , that he ſhould 
 returne in ſafety, and he moſt deſiredir,thar ſome Articles of agree- 
ment hy ne their parley. + 

The Kiog(who cuer affeGed peace) heares his — recciues 
his preſents, and becomes too credulous of the Perſians honeftic, his 
Wit: and Sonnes difiwade him from ir, tell him examples of ow 


grounded” only to fatisfie Show 
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hypacrific, and by many wayes ſceke to diuert his journey, but nei. . 

ther thoſe, nor the teares his Souldiers ſhowred to begge his ſtay, 

(vowing to mayntayne the defence , ro the laſt man) could hinder 

his deſtmy, but downe he goes, and finds the Generall ready ro em- 

brace him , leads him ro his Tent,beſtowes a Bahqueron him, and 

at night impriſons him, regarding neither his vow, honour, nor in- 
menr. | 

Meleck, Bahaman , percciues the lofle of his liberty when paſt re- 
couery, rememorizes his ſonnes aduiceand teares ſhed by his loyall 
ſubic&s ro divert him, which now hee reſents and rearmes Elegiac. 

Andin theſe fruitlefſe ſorrowes, the Perfiew General! ſummons 
the youthfnll Princes to deſcend, if they reſpededthe addition of 
new honours ro themſclues, a period to this warre, and (which was 
moſt) ſecurity and life ro their indulgent King and Father, all which 
by diſcord, and denying to come downe would be denied them, 
be an infallible Theame of endlefle troubles, and beger an erernal} 
monument of ſhame to their poſterity. 

The two Princes conſiderately fixrft demanded their impriſoned 
ther, and then they might wortthily credirche Perfes, otherwiſe 
he mighr iudge them, worſe then Ideors, the villany and breach of 
promiſe towards their Soncraigne , being ſo rrue and freſhimongft 
them. They mighe aſwell defire the Caftleand other Royalties, as 
demand the Owners of them , and by whomſubſiſting,orher anſwey 
they would make none; this excepted, that rhe King of Perſeves il1- 

rounded ambirion wouldneuer proſper, that though of tong time 
had politely anoided the Eperhice ofa Tyrant. This would rub a- 
freſh his former injuſtice and anaromize him, ſo cleerely, rhart all 4- 
fea, would nor only ſuſpe& him,bur account him odious, char all men 
might ſee apparanrly his auarice , who commanding ouer many and 
© fruitful Provinces, could not be contenteq, withour fubjugaring a 
Narion, nener wronging him', a King whoſe Anre-cefſonrs had 
more 2pesgonerned Lerry Toon. Then the poſterity of Iſmark had 


done Perſia, anda Countrey ſo coldand bafren.that more then ritle, 
the Perſezm conld notmake any vic ofnorbenefitof addition , fave 
oftentation | 


When theſe words were rehearſed tothe Generall, hee was mad 
with anger, and(without more Ceremony) inuites them from their 
Caſtle,to view their Fathers head off. They reſolutely bid him doe 
x pleaſed him, and remember,thar murther was not excuſed in their 

lcoran. . _.. 

- This enraged the Generall more then the former , verily imagi- 
ning they would yeeld to any thing rather then rhe ſlaughter of 
_ Oye and Farher. 
exeupon, he againe in vtmoſt rage andfury aſſaulted them,and' 
forarecompence of his haſte receiued , beſides the Jofle of 
W_  Corel- 
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Cozel-baſhes, a plaine proteſt from his men,of returning homewards, 
arguing that rhey had got the Countrey, that Shaw Abbas with more 
benefit and credit could imploy them againſt rhe Txrke or Indian, 
char Meleck, was with them, and by his perſwaſions mighrreconer ir; 
withour bartaile, as he had lately done Lorr,at any rithe, 

The Generall by this wasdrawne into atwofold danger, if he dif: 
ſented from their humours, he knewal! paſt was ro no e,and 
would inferre diſhonour ro' his Maſter. On the other fide, ifhee re- 
turned without victory , hee knew his head ſhould off: ſoin grear 
_ he fixſtreleaſes Meleck Bohamen, afſures him ,' hee viedrhis 
diſcourreſie but ro try him , thar if hee pleaſed hee ſhould ſafely re- 
carne againe or ſtay with him, where he ſhould poſſeſſe all contenc 
and honour pofſible. That hee was ſen for by the King 1 arid had 
order to compound this difference: he deſired the Princes hisſonnes 
to deſcend and to articulate, or ler him goe vp and their ſeale an as 
greement, but that he judged vaworthy his good meaning , who 
thereby might be thought a Spy : with which diſcourſe , p- 

King was ſo ouer-joyed, that he referd the choice vnro the Gene- 
rall, wbich hapned as he aymed ar, and fo without delay deſires the 
Princes to come-downe. 

A Meſſenger inuites them to it ; afſures them of King Bohowans 
welfare, delivers them his doting lerters and perfwaſions: enterlaces 
theſe with Piſcoſhes or gifts of worth , and es them a preren«» 
ded Copy of the eafie Articles. 

The pooreand wel-nigh diftratted Princes,knew not what todo, 
on the one ſide their refuſall mighe coſt rhe King his life, and irritate 
the Perſſon ro further miſchiefe, on rhe other, their Diſcenr, might 
bring deceit, diſtracion and loſle of life and liberry nor only to the 
| King and Princes, bur to all thoſe loyall ſubjeRts penrt aboue,, and 

who vndoubredly after them muſt to the ſhambles. TeY: 

They argued long rime roo and fro, and though the Souldiers 
difſwaded them, yer the Queene , to _ her Hasband ed 
them downe. In obedience rowhom, and confidence in the Gene= 
rals oaths and promiſes, they ſorrowfully forlake the Caſtle, and are 
ſecurely guarded ro the Tents, where they feaſted,and vpon ſight of 
their beloued Lord and Father , had noble entertainment from the 
Generall.

diſtant ; tis aboue compoſed of Sulphur, which makes it in the 
night ſparkle as does Yeſwvizs, tis ſo offenſiue ro mount vp, that you 
cannot doe it without a Noſe-gay of ſtrong Garlicke, and hence all 
Perfia and Chaldes has their Brimſtone. : | 

Here are famons hot-baths, three of which are walled abour, and 
two open, to which reſort decrepir and vnſound people from afarre 
in mightie multirudes. 

Now whither this high Peake be denominated from the Towne 
of Damoas five leagues diſtant, or the Towne from it, I cannor ar- 
gue.

loes moſt of the Gardens and Groues within her , whereby ſhee 
yeelds a thankfull rribure of ſundry fruits. The Towne is moſt beau- 
tified, by a vaſt Garden of the Kings, ſuccin& with a great rowred 
mud-wall, larger rhen the circuit of the Cirie.

The Houſe where we lodged, ore-topping all the other, from irs

E left Cazbeez atten at night(thereby auoiding Sols tao - 
V | / much warmth) and got by Sun-riſe ro Peri/ophos, 
| where we found good waterto quench our thirſt (a 
| thing nor to be paſt over withour memory through 
all Aſia) next nightro Aſaph) next to Bega, where isa goadly Fa- 
bricks, builc by King Tamas,for a lodge to paſſengers, bur the water 
there is brackiſh. Next night to Sewuy a Citic of ttwelue hundred 
Families,ſeared vader ariſing Hill,and watered with a fireame flow- 
ing from Barons. The Inhabirants are iuduftxious, ſuch asthe Turks 
call Tymariots : who for their Lands are boundro till the yeilding 
Earth, and vpon all 'occaſions tobring each his light-horſe , and are 
curious to ſtop inſurrecions or.tumults at the firſt appearance. _ 
Next night, we rode ouer.Plaines (in which are artificial Mounts 
and ruines of Warre) vnto a Citie called Coozp. 
In theſe Plaines was fought rhat famous bartaile berwixt Lucullzs 
and Methrydates King of Poatus, wherein the Rowans got the Con- 
aeſt. WE 
" Mercas Craſſus therich Rowen, after his impious ſacriledge of the 
holy reliques and treaſure in the Temple of Jeruſa/ezy, valued ar ſix 
eunnes of Gold, three and fiftie yeares before the Nartiuity of our 
Saujour Chriſt, putt vp with his great wealth, and forlorne amongſt 
the ewes with fifry thouſand men marched againſt the Parthians; 
who with Herodes their King, ſonne of My#thredate the third, Anno 
Mn; 391 5.couragiouſly came againſt this greedy Generall.and en- 
countred him at Hara#in Meſque, The Towne where Abrahars lined 
with Tera his Farher , and ſucceſflefully yanquiſhed the inſulting 
Romans, (lue thirty thouſand of them and tooke Creſ/#s priſoner,in- 
fliting Gods iuft judgement on him, ;for knowing what he had done 
at Ter#ſalem, and the couctouſneſſe of his mind, they powred downe 
his throar melted gold, bidding him quench his thirſt, with that hee 
had ſo long luſted after , and by this vidorie the .Partbiaws. became 
Maſters of that Kingdome. Some notwithſtanding referre the place 
of Batraile to theſe Plaines, how.true I know not. . _— 
Bur five yeares after Marke Anthony by his General! requited -rhe 
Perthian , not only purting his men to flight who then cquld nor

Anthony came againſt him with no ſmall force, but returned beaten 
and diſconſolate. Bur 4»g#ſtus (in whoſe time our Saujour rooke 
fleſh bf the blefſed Virgin, and a generall peace was through the 
World) preuailed with Phraortes , ro ſubmit vnto the Roman Em- 
pire, which hee did and gaue leaue after tharto the Romans, to no- 
minare their Kings, | that being all their tribure or acknowledgment. +: - 
Bur for all this ſubie&tion,rhey loſt nor their Empire wholy (for for- 

merly ſixreene ſenerall Kingdomes were vnder them)rill the yeare 
230. or thereabours, ſuch rime as Artaxerxes Father of S2pores the 
firſt , and ſecond of the ſecond deſcent of the Kings of Perſia aimed 


at it, and though five hundred and thirty yeares were paſt, ſince 


Dariws flaine by Alexander the Great had the Monarchy, yetno 
Perſian borne gor the Crowne , till this Artaxerxes by onerthrow 
of Artabanus the third, (ſonne of King Yologeſus the third) gor the 
Kingdome and liberty of the oy ns reſtored, which from Arſaces 
inthe yeare 3718. To this Artabenws;for aboue five hundred yeares, 
had acknowledged the Parthian for their Gouernours. 

And Artaxerzes, puft vp with this three dayes deere bought victo- 
ry (forſo long the valiant Parthians fought reſolutely againſt rheir 
Aduerſaries) he ſenta challenge ro Alexander Sexerws (the foure and 
twentieth Emperour from Tulivs Ceſar, and next to Heliogabalus of 
Baſſianus the luſtfull Emperour) to reſtore thoſe kingdomes in Aſia, 
anciently belonging to his Monarchy, Sexerxs likt it nor, but came ' 
ro corre his inſolencie, where arriuing as far as Euphrates, Artaxer- 
xes met his diuided Army and deſtroyed ir. The Emperour,though 
he came in anger and haſt, returned full of thoſe paſſions in a double 
meaſure. and had no berter lucke ar home, for a while after the Thra- 
ciars Maximinus tooke his Empire from him , and to make his loſſe . 
the grearer , was by ſome Villanes in Germany bereaucd of his life 
alwell as Empire. His vertuous mother Mammez(0rigens Profelyte) 
now pertaking death with him, as ſhe had done glory formerly. 

And abour eighty yeares after , Lycinins Valerianus the Roman 
Emperour (firnamed Co/obws , the thirtieth from Tlzus Ceſar) ho- 
pingto reuetge theſe loſſes by the Perſians,cntred Aſie with a ftron- 
ger Army. Where in this Countrey ,. by Spores the then king, his 
Army contrary to his expeQation was vtterly defeated, himſelfe ta- 
ken priſoner, and to his dying day, made a foor-ſtoole , when euer 


' Sapores got on Horſebacke.: And this wasa iuſt iudgement of Al- 


mighty God vpon this cruell Emperour , who (amongſt other holy 
Saints and Marryrs) tormented Saint Lowreece on a broyling Grid- 
iron'vnto dearth. 


This ſhall be ſufficienr in this place ro renew the memory of the 


' Parthians , in whoſe kingdomes wee now are entring. And firſt of 


Coors, where we repoſed our {cues three dayes.

Their greateſt Doftour of Anriquitie is Elheſin-Ibnu-Abilhaſen , 
borne at Balſore in the Perſian Gulph , hee taught the Perffan and 4.
